Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1951. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  Death  Rate — due  chiefly  to 
a combination  of  severe  weather  and  an  Influenza  Epidemic  in  the 
earrly  part  of  the  year. 

Diseases  of  the  Cardio-Vascular  system  were  again  the  chief 
killing  diseases  but  this  year  deaths  from  cancer  have  shown  a 
remarkable  increase. 

We  had  a widespread  epidemic  of  Measles  in  the  first  and 
second  quarters,  but  with  no  deaths. 

The  two-yearly  cycle  is  now  a definite  feature  of  the 
Epidemiology  of  Measles. 

This  has  been  the  second  year  without  a death  from  Maternal 
Causes,  the  previous  year  being  1949. 

Maternal  Mortality  has  declined  steadily  with  the  discovery 
of  Sulphonamide  and  Penicillin  but  the  decline  has  also  been 
hastened  by  the  provision  of  improved  maternity  services. 

For  tlie  second  year  in  succession  we  had  no  cases  of  diphtheria 
but  there  still  remains  the  necessity  for  early  immunisation. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  Surveyor,  the  Rating  Department,  and  the  Housing  Surveyor 
for  information  included  in  my  report. 

I wish  again  to  give  my  personal  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department  who  were  at  all  times  ready  with  their  willing 
assistance  and  co-operation.

Area 

Since  193G  the  acreage  has  remained  at  9,274. 

Present  density  of  population  is  3.27  person  per  acre. 

Highest  density  of  population  (in  1925)  was  3.96  persons  per 
acre. 


Population 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  our  mid-1951  civilian 
population  is  30,500  (a  decrease  of  460  on  last  year)  of  which 
children  0-4  (inclusive)  account  for  2,650  and  children  5-14  (inclu- 
sive) account  for  4,434. 

At  the  1931  census  the  population  stood  at  32,363. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1951  was  9,092. 

The  density  of  persons  per  house  was  therefore  3.354. 

Rateable  Value 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  now  £127,403  and  excludes 
Freight,  Transport  and  Electrical  Hereditaments.  The  average 
rateable  value  per  head  of  population  is  £4/3/6d.,  and  the  esti- 
mated product  of  Id.  rate  is  £465/6/ 2d. 

Industries  of  the  District 

These  are  chiefly  mining  and  ancillary  industries  for  production 
of  coke  and  other  by-products.  There  are  also  Iron  and  Steel 
Engineering  Works,  Iron  Foundries  and  Chemical  Works.  Blaydon 
is  also  a railway  centre  with  large  Locomotive  Sheds. 

Agriculture — chiefly  dairy  farming — is  an  important  industry 
in  the  area. 


Physical  Features 

Hilly  area,  Blaydon  and  Rowlands  Gill  lie  low,  Winlaton  and 
Chopwell  high.  The  rivers  Tyne  and  Derwent  form  parts  of  the 
boundary.

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Ambulance  Facilities 


Durham  County  Council  provide  the  ambulance  service  under 
the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Doctors,  Nurses  and  Dentists  requiring  an  ambulance  for  any 
of  their  patients  contact  the  nearest  Ambulance  Control,  the 
Office-in-Charge  of  which  arranges  the  necessary  transport. 

In  the  case  of  accident  or  other  serious  emergency  any  respon- 
sible person  may  summon  an  ambulance  by  telephoning  the 
Ambulance  Control. 

The  nearest  Ambulance  Control  to  Blaydon  is  at  the  Ambulance 
Station,  Villa  Real,  Consett.  (Telephone  No.  CONSETT  411.) 

District  Nursing 

The  County  Council  is  the  responsible  Authority  under  Section 
2o  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  for  the  provision  of  a Home 
Nursing  Service.  Any  requests  for  a Home  Nurse  should  be  made 
to  the  nurse  resident  in  the  district  or  to  the  County  Medical 
Officer’s  Superintendent  of  Home  Nursing. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics 

Clinics  for  school  children,  maternity  and  child  welfare  are 
provided  by  the  County  Council  at  various  centres  throughout  the 
district. 

Dental  and  Sun-ray  treatment  are  available  for  mothers  and 
children  at  the  Axwell  Park,  Blaydon  Clinic  which  is  the  main  centre 
in  the  district. 


Hospital  Provision 

The  provision  of  Hospital,  Sanatorium  and  Maternity  Home 
accommodation  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Newcastle  upon  Tyne 
Regional  Hospital  Board.

if  we  are  to  eradicate  this  once  killing  disease  from  our  coun- 
try as  we  have  done  in  the  case  of  smallpox  we  must  secure  that 
not  less  than  75%  of  babies  are  immunised  before  their  1st  birth- 
days. 

If  the  percentage  continues  to  fall  we  may  get  a return  of 
Diphtheria  Epidemics.

Water  Supply 

Apart  from  Stella  and  a few  isolated  premises  where  there  are 
private  supplies,  all  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  are  supplied 
with  good  quality  water  from  the  companies’  mains.  The  town- 
ship of  Blaydon  is  Supplied  by  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water 
Co.  and  the  remainder  of  the  district  by  the  Durham  County  Water 
Board. 

Closet  Accommodation 

During  the  year  14  ashclosets  (2  at  Blaydon,  10  at  High  Spen 
and  2 at  Rowlands  Gill)  were  converted  into  water  closets.  A 
grant  of  40%  of  the  cost  was  made  by  the  Council  in  respect  of  12 
of  the  conversions  and  of  50%  in  respect  of  the  other  2 which  were 
carried  out  following  statutory  action  under  Section  47  of  the  Pub- 
lic Health  Act,  1936. 

New  water  closets  were  provided  during  the  year  as  follows: — 

249  in  129  newly  constructed  houses; 

3 in  business  premises; 

14  conversions,  and 

1 additional  internal  water  closet  in  a dwelling  house. 

267  Total. 


2 water  closets  were  dispensed  with  in  2 houses  which  were 
closed.  This  brings  the  total  number  of  water  closets  in  the  district 
to  9,359. 

1 ashcloset  was  dispensed  with  in  a house  which  was  closed 
and  14  cPnverted  into  water  closets  bringing  a total  of  246  ash 
closets  and  153  ashpit  privies  still  in  use  in  the  district. 

Household  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

This  work  was  done  by  direct  labour. 

2 vehicles,  2 drivers,  10  loaders  and  1 tip  man  are  based  at 
and  operate  from  each  of  the  2 depots,  Winlaton  and  Chopwell. 
I vehicle,  a driver  and  2 loaders,  based  at  Winlaton,  operates  in  all 
parts  of  the  district  cleansing  ash  closets  and  outlying  premises. 

One  loader  from  the  Winlaton  Depot  and  a driver  from  the 
Chopwell  Depot  act  as  Foremen. 

In  certain  parts  of  the  district  where  the  houses  are  occupied 
by  miners  and  where  the  refuse  is  heavy,  ash  bins  are  emptied  twice 
weekly  and  in  other  parts  once. 

Ash  closets  are  cleansed  weekly. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  three  3-ton  Dennis's;  one  3-ton  Karrier 
and  one  3-ton  Vulcan  collecting  vehicles  were  operating.  One  Vul- 
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can,  13  years  old,  almost  at  the  end  of  its  useful  life,  is  held  in 
reserve. 

During  the  year  one  New  Karrier  CK3  was  purchased  and  one 
old  Vulcan  sold  as  scrap. 

There  are  3 Disposal  Points.  Tipping  is  controlled. 

Salvage 

Collections  of  waste  paper  were  re-started  during  the  year  and 
a Bonus  Scheme  was  instituted.  By  the  end  of  the  year  14  tons 
19  cwts.  1 quarter  of  paper  had  been  disposed  of. 

Offices 

Offices  have  been  visited  and  action  taken  where  necessary. 


Camping  Sites 

There  are  no  licensed  camping  sites  in  the  district. 

Statutory  action  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  was  taken 
against  four  aged  male  persons  who-  lived  alone  m unfit  huts  in 
Hurrock’s  Gardens.  Contact  was  made  with  Durham  County 
Council  Welfare  Authorities  and  three  of  the  men  were  admitted  to 
Barnard  Castle  Hostel.  Action  was  also  taken  against  the  owners 
of  the  land  to  prevent  re-occupation. 

Picture  Halls 

9 Picture  Halls  are  operating  in  the  district.  Visits  have  been 
made  and  in  one  case  where  the  sanitary  accommodaton  was  not 
quite  up  to  standard  the  owners  agreed  to  re-organise.  This  work 
will  be  carried  out  during  1952. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  in  the  area. 


Factories’  Act,  1937-1948 

Factories  in  the  district  have  been  visited  and  contraventions 
found  were  successfully  dealt  with  by  informal  action. 

In  one  transport  garage  the  existing  sanitary  conveniences  were 

replaced  by  new  conveniences. 

Bakehouses 

The  six  bakehouses  in  the  district  have  been  visited  and 
appropriate  action  taken  where  necessary. 


Housing 

The  inspection  of  dwelling  houses,  both  routine  and  following 
complaints,  accounted  for  the  largest  number  of  your  Sanitary 
Inspectors’  visits.  Most  of  the  complaints  originated  from  the  ten- 
ants occupying  houses  situated  on  Blaydon  Haughs;  1 he  Bot- 
toms,” Rowlands  Gill;  Derwent  Street,  Blackball  Mill;  and  Win- 

laton. 
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Most  of  these  houses  are  worn  out  and  very  little  can  be  done 
to  improve  conditions  other  than  to  keep  them  weather-proof  until 
txie  time  is  opportune  to  declare  them:  “ Clearance  Areas.” 
Statutory  Notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1986,  were  served 
m respect  of  16  houses  in  Bewick  Road,  Blackball  Mill,  13  in  Win- 
laton,  2 in  Chopwell  and  I in  Blaydon  which  were  found  to  be  in  a 
state  of  disrepair.  By  the  end  of  the  year  all  the  notices  were 
complied  with  or  the  work  was  in  progress. 

During  the  year  o2()  informal  notices  were  served,  462  were 
complied  with,  and  in  addition,  the  work  required  by  46  notices 
served  in  1960  was  completed.

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Clean  Food  Campaign 

Although  all  premises  used  for  the  preparation,  storage  and 
sale  of  food  have  been  visited  during  the  year  it  has  been  found 
impossible  to  give  the  time  necessary  to  carry  out  the  regular  and 
systematic  supervision  that  the  imporcance  of  this  branch  of  our 
duties  demands. 

However,  we  Sanitary  Inspectors  have  made  as  many  visits 
as  was  possible  and  have  given  advice  on  adaptations,  alterations 
and  improvements  to  the  premises  and  advice  and  instructions  on 
the  Hygienic  Handling  of  food  to  shop  keepers  and  their  assistants. 

In  awarding  certihcates  the  Council  set  a very  high  standard 
and  only  12  awards  were  made  during  the  year.  This  does  not 
seem  many  out  of  285  shops  but  if  the  certihcates  are  to  be  of  any 
value  they  must  only  be  awarded  to  those  who  obtain  and  maintain 
excellent  conditions.  There  are  many  shops  which  fall  just  short 
of  the  standard  and  a little  extra  effort  by  the  persons  concerned 
will  enable  them  to  reach  the  required  standard. 

Meat 

Meat  is  received  into  this  district  from  the  North-Eastern 
Wholesale  Meat  Supply  Association  Ltd.,  Newcastle.  As  far  as 
possible  the  meat  is  inspected  at  the  allocation  centres  and  in  the 
sales  shops.

In  addition  to  the  routine  surveys  made  by  the  part-time 
Rodent  Operator,  all  complaints  of  the  presence  of  rats  reported 
by  the  public  were  investigated  and  dealt  with  forthwith. 

Every  farm  in  the  district  has  been  visited  during  threshing 
periods  to  ensure  that  the  provisions  of  The  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  (Threshing”  and  Dismantling  of  Ricks)  Regulations,  1950, 
are  being  complied  with. 

The  bi-annual  treatments  of  sewers  were  carried  out  with  satis- 
factory results. 

Sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  were  treated  at  least  four  times 
in  the  course  of  the  year;  where  necessary  additional  treatment  was 
given.  All  other  Council  properties  have  been  kept  under  observa- 
tion and  treatment  given  where  necessary.
